Evidently the ploa of invonity that bad been 
suggested to Thow had angered him deeply 
for, after discassing the look of sane nnd 
ingane eyes with the witnoss, he Jaunched out 
tuto a tirado against bis firat legal advisers, 
who had beon dismissed from his service for 
the defence. “Mr. Olcott (one of the ‘firm 
of lawyors) was ino conspiracy with. Mr, 
Jeroms to railroad me off to an asylum, which 
wasall rot. I shall be vindicated by a trial,”

From that Thaw's conversation, givon with

Lister, formerly Postmaster General at Hong- 
kong, used to. toll how,'on one occasion he 
travelled from Shanghai to Yokohama in con- 
pany withan American Conaul General, next 
to whose wife ha happened to sit at stable, He 
was firat amused, and then preplerad, at this lady's 
manner of addressing him. It ‘was “Genoral, 
kindly pass mo the salt ’; and “ General may 
T trouble you for the potatoes ?, 2" She uaver 
would call him ' anything but: “Goneral”. 
Finally he took her husband to task and explain- 
ed his grievance, aud asked tha Consul! Goneral 
to toll his wife that Mr. Lister had. never bean 
in the army and had no claim to tha title by 
which the Indy distinguished him.

There was some 
excuse for speaking of a former Chinese auvoy 
to England as the “Marquis” Tz¢ag. for he 
wasactually the possessor of the title “Hou”

Bat it was ridiculous to infor that, because 
the sons and daughters of thy English 
marqnis are called by courtesy Lord this 
and Lady that, therefore the sons, 
daughters of the Marquis, Tsang stould follow 
a practice uaknown in China and Hgore 
and ' Gady,, Bloasom,” 
and go on, It ig at least. equally * abaurd to 
speak of the ‘son of the late Li Hung- 
chang, when. the former was minietor at, 
Tokyo, as ‘Lord Li’. A kindred want of 
acotracy ‘and propricty is shown whan, as 
frequently happens, thé Chinese Minister to 
‘Bugland- ‘sod Forsiga Ministers at Peking 
are, spoken, of ag Ambassadors and their 
residences ax Embassies, instead of Legrations, 
Tho title “Exeslleney’ ia also sown 
rather mora beoadeast than it ought 
4o-.be,—The-only British officials in thes parts 
who can properly claim it are the Military and 
Noval Commandors.in-chiaf, and the Governor. 
at Hongkong. So among Chives magnates 
its ‘use should ba restricted té the Ministers 
of the Wai-wu-pu and other High Officials 
‘of State at Peking; and to Tartar Generuls, 
Com manders-in -chiaf,. Admirals, —Govornors: 
gonoral, and Governors in the provinces,
